the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 


the process of the season apparently tried to cap the climax of 
its operations this year during the present week. Wednesday 
came on with apparently no sunrise and a pouring rain nearly all 
day, winding up at night with a breeze which grew stronger as 
the night advanced and brought in Thursday clear and cold. 
Two days before everyone was trying to discard coats and go 
about in shirt sleeves, but the cool spell following the rain made 
heavy overcoats comfortable, and anything less quite chilly. We 
are having bright, clear weather at present, with more of fall in 
appearance than we have yet had this season. In the latter part 
of this week all the undergrowth of the country has put on its 
fall tints, varied and beautiful, and the foliage of the trees will 
soon become seer. 

But even before this the various crops have come to a finality, 
so that what cool weather we are now experiencing and what 
may be expected will make no difference in that respect. The 
cool weather has, however, apparently put new energy into the 
sluggish ones among the buyers, and they realize that hope, at 
least so far as tomatoes are concerned, is no longer possible 
for 1905. 

Through stress of quotations tometoes in cans have entirely 
reversed their position since spring. Then there was no one so 
poor as to do them honor, and buyers had no confidence what- 
ever in their value, and vituperation as to quality was their great 
argument in what small purchases they wished to make. Corn 
then was at the top of values in quotations, and yet today the 
two articles, tomatoes and corn, have reversed positions. The 
love apple had actually gotten down tc 60c. and below for quo- 
tations, and yet this week they have for the first time in years 
gone above the dollar mark. Corn, on the other hand, has been 
again depressed, and lower prices are quoted for favorite brands 
of New York State corn than we believe have ever been known 
before as a general quotation. 

All can remember what a splendid, high quotation corn had 
at this time one year ago, and it lasted through the winter and 
spring, holding its value strongly, whilst tomatoes were steadily 
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more and more depressed with continued declines. 

This certainly seems to have been the buyers’ season for 
making mistakes. How many jobbers there must be now who 
regret that they did not buy tomatoes at 60c. or 7oc. as futures, 
and how many packers there must be who are thankful that their 
offers at such prices were not taken. We mentioned last week in 
another column that buyers had evidently been trying to frighten 
packers into a position of decline for tomatoes. The evidence 
this week is that some unknown parties are trying to work a pool 
in New York in tomatoes by instilling the belief into holders that 
a New York syndicate has gotten control of the tomato situation. 
They have even gone so far as to say that the syndicate has pos- 
session of 3,000,000 cases of this year’s pack, and even controls 
the holdings of rejected goods. Unfortunately for the people of 
the pool that is the very worst statement that could be made, 
for we do not believe that any syndicate in the United States, 
even if it had John Rockefeller at its back, could get possession 
of 3,000,000 cases, for the simple reason that they do not exist to 
be gotten hold of in a salable way. Some heavy New York job- 
bers, however, realize what will be the result of tlis information, 
true or false, and New York is now quoting tomatoes at $1.00 to 
$1.15 in a general way, where but two weeks ago she was rather 
on the bear side of the market. From this it can easily be seen 
that the roseate vegetable is on top as to favor, and speculation 
is getting strong in regard to it. 

In this city the quotations are about the same as they were 
last week, the figures being from g5c. to $1.00 for No. 3 stand- 
ards. 

The peach season also in this market seems to have taken on 
a strong development, there have been heavy inquiries and con- 
siderable sales from stocks on hand and prices have advanced al} 
along the line, all of which may be attributed to the fear of sud- 
den cold weather. Peas needed this development, as the market 
has been in a poor way all summer, and quotations have not been 


as good as they should have been. The new quotations on peas 
vary in this way: Standard early Junes have advanced on the 
week from 65c. to 7oc.; extras are quoted at 80c. where they 
were 75c.; sifted remain at goc. to $1.00, and also do extra at 
$1.35 to $1.40; extra fancy petit pois at $1.60 to $1.75. Early 
June seconds are quoted at 60c. where they were 55c.; standard 
marrowfats at 70c. where they were 65c., and marrowfat seconds 
are also 5c. higher at 6oc. 


Pineapple has also had some fluctuations, especially in the 
eyeless and choreless grades, since last week. No.1 E. & C. are 
quoted at 85c., an advance of 5c.; extras, goc.; No. 2 grated are 
quoted at $1.75 to $1.80 where they were $1.80 to $1.90; No. 1 
grated are quoted at 85c.; No. 2 at $1.55 to $1.65; No. 3 pie, 
grated, 65c. to 7oc., and grated gallons pie, $1.90. 

We note a decline in cove oysters on this week’s quotations, 
but it only amounts to from 2%c. to 5c., according to size. ‘Ten- 
ounce are quoted at $1.45; 8-oz., at $1.30; 5-0z., 72%c., and 
4-0z., 65c. The dredging season, by law, will open on Sunday, 
the 15th and there will probably come some kind of a change in 
the quotations for raw stock. 


Peaches are settling themselves into a more fixed position. 
No. 3 standard yellow are quoted at $1.60 and white at $1.50;

Straits and Malacca are both quoted at 
$32.30 for five to ten-ton lots, and $32.70 in lots of less than this 
amount. In pig lead there is no change, figures remaining at 
$5.00 to $5.25. Tin plates remain also as heretofore quoted, and 
the reguler quotations of canners’ metals may be found on their 
regular page. :

THE TRADE: Since writing the recent personal communication I have 
spent two weeks travelling this section of the country to verify the state- 
ments made therein, and the result of my investigation is that there are 
‘‘practically’’ no tomatoes south of the Ohio River on the M. & D. Line. 
And unless there was an immeuse stock of tomatoes stored in the East, 
January Ist, 1905, standard tomatoes by January Ist, 1906 will be worth $1.20. 
And while writing along this line I would be very much pleased if you will 
inform me what City of this Country is the recognized authority in deciding 
what a standard tomato is. I have been recently ‘‘butting’’ into so many 
different standards that I am ‘‘at sea.”’

Without wishing to pass judgment in the above question, the following 
letter may be of interest as it answers the question, from one point of view. 
As however this letter is a personal one, we will not give the name of the 
writer nor his address, but simply state that it is from a prominent 
packer at a point in Iowa under date of Oct, 2nd, and we take the following 
extract from it: ‘‘—as Baltimore is the fountain head on tomatoes and prices, 
and really makes the market price on tomatoes for the United States, and 
as you are right there on the ground, we tomato packers naturally look to 
you and your Journal for the latest and most reliable tomato news, and I 
always give your Journal the preference on this subject over all others.—

Only 50” of Tomato Contracts Filled. 
ABINGTON, VA., Oct. loth, 1905. 
THE TRADE: The principle articles packed in this section are tomatoes, 
some sweet potatoes, pumpkin, apples, peaches aud string beans. In general 
the acreage planted this spring was about an average with other years, as 
the packers in this section grow their own crops, but the yield was poor not 
amounting to over 40% of a full crop. Most packers had a heavy carry 
over of corn. There are three factories in this country, and some contracts 
were made for future tomatoes at about 65c f. o. b., but none of the packers 


will be able to fill over 50% of these future orders.

THE TRADE: Our pack consists of string beans, corn and fruits. The 
acreage of string beans was an average, but corn was 50% larger. 

All the crops yielded very well, with the exception of apples. String 
beans were 100% of a crop; corn, 75%; peaches, 80%, and apples no crop at 
all, The situation with us looks very fine and encouraging. There is a 
good demand for string beans, and we can hold our own with the other 
corn packers on the corn question. 

Quite a number of factories in this section dropped out this year.

HIGH Rock, York Co., PA., Oct. gth, 1905. 

THE TRADE: Gentlemen: After summing up the corn, pea, bean 
and tomato pack of the country we think that the packers are more scared 
than hurt who are offering their canned corn at the rediculous price of from 
45¢ to 47%c, which is below the cost of production, We believe that good 
canned corn will be sold for 55 or 60 cts. before next season opens. We 
also believe that at the present market price the consumption of corn will 
be increased more that the consumption of peas in 1904. We base our 
conclusions on the fact of potatoes being a short crop aud rotting badly and 
tomatoes being short, consequently bringing fancy prices. 

When a consumer has to pay more than 1oc per can for tomatoes and 
can buy corn for less than roc he will almost invariably take the corn, 

The market is pretty well cleaned up of cheap peas, also string 
beans, and lima beans being a very short pack will increase consumption of 
corn. 
=We do not want to give the impression that we look for high priced 
corn but we do look for the price to be better than at present. 

If some of our packers who are offering corn so ridiculously cheap 
would figure up the cost of production and find out that they are offering 


their goods for less than they cost them, we think they would recall offers 
at 45c. aud put the price where it should be. ’ ; 
We think our corn packers should stiffen their backbones a little bit 
and not throw their goods on the market at present prices. This would 
make it better for all concerned.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are being rejected more freely and the market in consequence 
shows increasing weakness. Owing to the pressure of the rejected goods to 
find a market the offerings are free at goc. f. 0. b. Maryland for No. 3 so- 
called standards. For more carefully packed stock the lowest quotation is 
gsc. f. o. b,, with not much offering. Demand is light. Peas and beans 
are in small request. The latter are very firm. Lima beans in Maryland 
are a small pack. Corn is selling at remarkably low prices, and the indica- 
tion is that corn will be a bargain or leader at cut-rate grocery stores during 
the winter months. However, the demand is not excessive and the business 
is restricted in some instances by the low quality of the offerings. Fruits 
_ are steadily held. Gallon apples are firm; sales of State pack were made at 
$2.95 in carloads. Peaches are quiet. Salmon is quiet and good kinds are 
firm. A big run of sockeye salmon in the Fraser River began unexpectedly 
a fortnight ago, and a good many cases were packed, but the quality is said 
to be poor. The principal holders of sockeye salmon have advanced prices 
5c. to 10c. a dozen. Coast prices are now $1.60 for flats, $1.40 for talls and 
$1.05 for halves. Sardines are unsettled in tone.—Merchanis’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are still nominally unchanged at 95c., but some packers are 
willing to sell for shipment to Eastern points, such as Philadelphia, as low 
as goc. For Western demand the price is still 95c. One factor in causing 
this weakness in the market seems to be the poor quality of considerable of 
the tomatoes packed this season. The demand is only moderate. Corn is 
weak and flabby, prices being in favor of the buyer. Though the packing 
season for Maine corn is reported to have been unusually good, some of the 
large packers have announced that they will deliver only 78% to 80% of 
their orders. Peas are firm, but in light demand at the moment. Peaches 
are slow and unchanged. The general Baltimore line of canned goods

shows no change and is in light demand. The California line is badly 
broken up, as stock-lists sent during the week have shown. One large 
packer, whose condition is probably representative, supplies a list which 
shows practically no fancy peaches, plums or cherries. Apples are un-— 
changed at previously quoted prices.—Gvrocery World. 

Chicago. 

‘Domestic sardines are attracting attention because of the fact that all 
the canners have entered into an agreement so close down their factories a 
month earlier this fall than the law requires. This will have the effect of 
preventing the overstocking of the market, and already there has been some 
improvement in price as a result of the action of the packers. Mustard sar- 
dines are reported not plenftiul. Canned tomatoes continue very firm. 
Prices have not advanced this week, but when the extent of the shortage 
becomes fully known it is believed there will commence a large demand 
which will force the market to go higher. The pack is the smallest for 
years. There is a good demand from retailers. Corn is about steady. 
Prices will rule low this winter and there is certain to be a big consumption, 
Peas are firm and several grades are getting scarce. Canned peas are looked 
for to advance, String beans are steady. Lima beans are very scarce; pack 
was short everywhere. Canned peaches are in demand at firm prices. All 
canned fruits, apricots, pears, apples, plums, etc., are firm. Salmon is firm 
and a fair demand continues, Lobster, shrimp, etc., are tirm, owing to 
searcity.—Grocers’ Criterion, 

St. Louis. 

Canned goods have been in a very satisfactory condition for a month 
past, and for the leading articles the demand is excellent. Supplies of toma- 
toes bave been prospectively so short that quotations advanced to a point 
which buyers thought too high, and for the time being they have slackened 
their orders somewhat. There is also complaint that the quality of a great 
share of the offerings indicate that packers are putting everything in cans 
whether green or red or ripe or rotten. This is bound to hurt the general 
market. At the close 95c. seems to be about the prevailing figure for stand- 
ard Maryland tomatoes, though it is claimed that this is exceeded in the 
case of really reliable stock. There isa big lot of stuff in cans that is 
labeled corn, and the only way it is known to be corn is by the label. The 
goods themselves when turned out give no indication of what they are. 
But reliable Western stock is worth 75c. to 8o0c.; New York, 8o0c. to 85c.; 
Maryland, 77%c. to Soc’, and Maine, $1.05 to $1.10, Maine packers are, as 
a rule, well soldup. There ts no corn that is equal to the product of this 
State when it is grown from the real sweet corn. Pacific Coast fruits are

Montreal, Can. 

Canned goods remain unchanged and business is featureless, The Cana- 
dian Canners, Limited, are making 100% deliveries on corn, What pro- 
portion of tomatoes will be delivered is not yet developed. Jobbers are 
making deliveries of the fruit orders as promptly as they are receiving 
them from the canners Canned fish of all kinds are obtaining somewhat 
better attention and in some grades of salmon there appears to be a decided 
scarcity. Lobsters also are scarce this season, and are being held at firm 
figures. Canadian sardines are getting more into favor with the trade. 
This is no doubt due to the improvement in the packing, as well as in the 
style of the tins. 

Toronto, Can. 

Canned goods continue to command active business. Sales have been 
effected well in advance and country orders are coming readily to hand. It 
is generally conceded here that the new prices which have been recently 
published are rather on the moderate side than otherwise. It is expected 
that some prices will advance in the near future. Canned peas are very 
firm and an advance may be reported at any time. Tomatoes are consid- 
ered good buying at present prices. New prices for standard apples are 
now at $2.00, Other prices remain unchanged.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The market for Alaska is steadier consequent on the better 
outlook for this article. In British Columbia flats and half-flats are in 
good demand, and the heavier shipments of overland parcels which are 
coming to hand are going well into consumption. The first steamer ship- 
ment left Vancouver on the 27th instant, and this will arrive here about the 
middle of December; consequently the market here for the better class fish 
is, in the meantime, entirely dependent upon overland arrivals. Arrivals 
include the Mount Temple, with 500 cases; the Cedric, with 2,491 cases, 
and the Lake Manitoba, with 5,333 cases, the last two named to Liverpool. 
Lobsters. —Good quality 1-lb, flats are selling freely at full rates, and ad- 
vices from the other side state that the pack of this size on the Newfound- 
land coast is about 2,000 cases short of that of last year. Supplies of '%-lb. 
flats are getting reduced. Sardines continue to move off quietly, but the 
market maintains a firm tone. Reports of the fishing generally continue of 
an unsatisfactory character. Amongst recent arrivals are the Peninsular‘ 
with 2,209 cases; the Herrera, with 1,820 cases; the Iberia, with 3,848 cases; 
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the Narbonne, to Liverpool, with 2,149 cases, and the M. B. Ismail, to New- 

haven, with 1,247 cases. Meats continue to meet with a steady de- 

mand at unaltered rates. Fruits remain dull, but there is no change to note. 

Pines also are quiet, but steady. The Ajax has brought 4,068 cases pines. 
Liverpool, England. 

Salmon,—The market is firm and the demand very good, especially for 
%-Ib, flats. Sardines.—Good quality is getting very scarce, and prices still 
have an upward tendency, Fruits.—Prices are well maintained, but only a 
poor demand, Pineapples are particularly cheap, and there is an indica. 
tion that prices will not long remain at the present low level. Tomatoes.—

Tri-State Packers’ Association Meeting. 


We are in receipt of the following notice from Secretary 
Dashiell, which we publish in full:

I beg to call your attention to the resolution passed at our last meeting, 
to the effect that we shall give no information whatever respecting our pack 
or holdings to any one, except the Secretary, who shall keep the same for 
the use of members only, or to be made public only upon the Association's 
order. 

It is useless for me to extenuate upon the importance of this meeting, as 
every packer must see it for himself. 

Please remember the place and date—Wilmington, October 19—as there 
will probably be no further notice given.

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CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


Latest Market News and Changes—Tomatoes A Little 
Weaker—Developments in the Dried-Fruit 
Canning Controversy. 


An active market in all lines of canned goods still continues here, and 
large lines and assortments are rapidly becoming depleted. In fruits we 
have some changes to note, prices on 3-lb. apricots having been withdrawn, 
and 2-Ilb. extra apricots have been advanced 20c.; 2%-lb. lemon cling 
peaches are now worth $2.00 per dozen, which is 15c. over opening prices, 
and on water and gallon pie peaches prices have been withdrawn. These 
withdrawals and advances have been taken as guides to the conditions 
which are approaching. Conditions are extremely strong and higher prices 
are unquestionably to follow. 

In tomatoes there is just a little weakness shown in some quarters, un- 
reasonable though it may appear. It is reported on the ‘‘street’’ that car 
lots may be secured at the following prices: 2%4-lb. standards, Soc. to 85c.; 
2'4-lb. solid, goc. to 95c.; 3-lb. solid, $1.00 to $1.10; gallon standards, $2.40 
to $2.50; gallon, solid pack, $2.75 to $2.85; such goods not being procurable 
from packers themselves, but rather from jobbers who secured their require- 
ments prior to the advance in prices. Packers are holding on to what they 
have and what they see coming, confident in the belief that higher prices 
will rule later on. 

Readers of these letters will remember that from time to time the 
writer has referred to the formation of a new canning corporation in this 
State, same being designed to fight the California Fruit Canners’ Associ- 
ation on account of that concern’s entry into the dried fruit business, the 
new concern to be known as the Golden State Packing Company, and 
backed financially by the leading dried fruit houses doing business here. 
In a recent letter I referred to the fact that dissension had arisen between 
the interested parties and that a lawsuit was liable to ensue. Sure enough, 
on October 5, a suit for $250,000 damages was begun against Rosenberg 
Brothers, on account of the breaking o/ that firm’s agreement with the 
Phoenix Raisin, Seeding and Packing Company, Guggenhime & Co. and 
Castle Brothers, by which a corporation with a capital stock of $1,000,000 
was to have been formed for the purpose of controlling the dried fruit indus- 
try of California, and at the same time entering into the business of canning 
fruits and vegetables if deemed wise. The agreement was made on June 29, 
1905, by A. Gartenlaub and Alexander Goldstein, for the Phoenix Raisin, 


Seeding and Packing Company, D. J. Guggenhime and Isador Fleischman, 
for Guggenhime & Co., Albert E. Castle and Arthur H. Castle, for Castle 
Brothers, and Abraham Rosenberg and Max L,. Rosenberg, for Rosenberg 
Brothers & Co. Each of these four concerns contracted to take $250,000 
worth of the stock, and to make a full statement of its assets and business 
dealings, so that all the parties might be advised as to what each house was 
doing and was able todo. It was stipulated that each of the four parties 
should at once put up a deposit of $25,000, as a guarantee of good faith and 
earnest intention, and on June 30, the day after the agreement was signed, 
J. B. Reinstein received four checks for $25,000 each. The agreement pro- 
vided that the four coalesced firms should operate under the name of the 
Phoenix Packing Company, and that each of the three firms, aside from the 
company, should incorporate. All of them, including Rosenberg Brothers 
& Co., did form corporations, and the combination had smooth sailing until 
August, just a month, mind you, when the wreck came, because the Rosen 
bergs refused to make an exhibit of their business, as the rest had done. It 
is charged in the suit that the Rosenbergs acted in bad faith and fraudu- 
lently; that they obtained all of the trade secrets of the other concerns, and 
used the information thus secured, it is alleged, on which account damages 
to the extent of $100,000 are demanded. It is also averred that they profited 
to the extent of $150,000 at the expense of the other parties by being en- 
abled to buy and sell to advantage while knowing what the other members 
of the combination were doing and at the same time keeping their own 
business secret. To compel them to make at least part of the showing 
which they refused up to the dissolution of the combine on August 26, the 
court is asked to order Rosenberg Brothers & Co. to account for all tbeir 
purchases, sales and profits during the life of the agreement. If this order 
be granted, the firm’s books will have to be opened up for inspection. The 
effect this mess will have on the Golden State Packing Company, about 
which so much has been said is enigmatical and only the future can show 
whether the knockout blow has been given or not. Of course, you do not 
hear the officials of the California Fruit Canners’ Association saying any- 
thing—they just smile pleasantly and say, ‘‘I told you so.”

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Frost ! and at last the end of summer. For while there was 
life—there were liable to be tomatoes. 


The year 1905, on all but the winter packed goods, has, 
therefore, come to a close, and already the interested parties, 
both packers and buyers, are beginning to figure up the results. 


The findings will be looked for with interest, and it is to be 
hoped they will be more nearly correct than they have been in 
the past, for there have been some most glaring inaccuracies. 
Much of this may be put down to intentional misrepresentation, 
more of it to the inattention of packers and their failure to make 
proper or correct returns to the proper parties. 


But this question of ‘‘ the proper parties’’ is a puzzling one 
with many packers, and rightly so. For who are the proper 
parties? Is it the representatives of the buyer or the jobber? 
Hardly so, for, with the information in their hands, they wil] 
use it as a club to beat down the prices, and so the packer who 
has thoughtlessly furnished the information, will find that he 
has made a net loss for his trouble. 


The right party is the Secretary of your Association—and 
every packer should belong to some Association—who will guard 
the information as a secret, compile the complete returns and 
furnish You with the informatlon. These Secretaries, in turn, 
could submit their separate returns to one chosen party, who 
would add the totals received from each one, and submit the re- 
sult to each Association. Thus the entire pack of the country 
would be accurately reported to the PACKERS THEMSELVES. 


Thus every individual packer’s report would be carefully 
guarded and kept secret, every Association’s report would be 
equally well protected and not known to any other Association, 
and yet the entire country would be covered thoroughly in the 
report, and; what is more to the point, in the hands of the parties 
to whom it belongs—the producers. It is working backwards 
and against their own interests to have it any other way, and it 
is time this be recognized.

When this desideratum has been obtained, then the question 
that will be considered the most important in the whole transact- 
ion will arise as to the party in whose hands these totals shall be 
put. This man should not be a packer, because other packers 
will object to giving this information to him; he cannot be a 
jobber or dealer in canned goods,’ of course, nor can he be a 
broker, because it is generally recegnized that their sympathies 
are with the buyer as against the packer, nor should he be a 
supply man or machinery man nor any one connected in that way 
because of undoubted objections on the part of packers. But he 
should be a man who is thoroughly conversant with the canned 
goods industry, possessing the confidence of the industry, and 
whose business record is absolutely clean and above reproach. 


The Tri-State Association, which will have a meeting on the 
19th of this month, adopted a resolution this past year very 
much along the above lines, and are now reporting their entire 
territory to their Secretary. The Western Association has had 
in force for some years this system; and the Indiana Tomato 
Packers’ Association has been doing the same thing. This is 
right and as it should be, and we wish that there were more of 
them doing it, but to obtain the full benefit from the action, the 
final step should be taken, and we do not think that it will be 
long before it is. This vear, in particular, it would be of the 
greatest benefit, for there are some doubtful situations that could 
be cleared up. For instance, it would undoubtedly be found 
that the corn pack of this year is not nearly as large as generally 
supposed; that sections that are now considered as having pro- 
duced a heavy pack, have actually fallen below their average. 
The shortage in the pack of peas would very probably be found 
greater than it is now considered, and packers would then see 
the advantage of holding for higher prices—and they would 
get them. 

There has never been any question about the value of statis- 
tics, and we are not trying to set it forth now, but there has 
been very serious complaint about the reliability of the statistics 
produced. Other industries are able to secure correct statistics, 
so accurate that they base their entire business upon them—and 
canned goods packers can dothe same. There is no one to blame 
for the lack of them now but themselves and the methods they 
have pursued. They have allowed the buyers and parties inter- 
ested in that way to make the reports to them of their own busi- 
ness, despite the best efforts of those who devote their entire 
time to the betterment and advancement of the canned goods in- 
dustry. They lend a willing ear to the enemy and remain; deaf 
to the advice of their friend. Not all of them, but in a matter of 
this kind there must be a general uniformiry, all pulling together 
for the one purpose, and not a few nor even a majority. For 
the man who is too blind to see his own individual gain in such 
action does not belong in the industry—nor to any industry. 


On another page we publish the form of a proposed national 
Pure Food Law. A careful reading of this will show that it con- 
tains some good features, and will probably appeal to. a large 
number of canners and preservers, for it leans towards them, 
having been drafted by the manufacturers of such commodities, 
and not by the consumers. But it is not all that it should be, 
for it does not insist on one point that we think is most import- 
ant, viz., the name and address of the manufacturer on all pack- 
ages or containers. The goods may be packed for anyone who 
wishes them, but the name and address of the man or firm by 
whom they are packed should be on the label. The packer is 
entitled to the credit for his work, and the wonder is that he has 
not long ago claimed it. 


We are not overlooking the many reasons objecting packers 
will put forth against such a law, but, if it became a law, 
the packer would find that there was no need of such objection, 
for fear he would lose the orders he has to have. The wholesale 
grocers and jobbers would continue to put out goods under their 
own names, but the packer would soon see that his second goods 
were not labeled standards or extras by the jobber or wholesaler, 
and it would be but a very short time when he got these same 
orders but at better prices, because they would insist on stand- 
ard or better grades of goods. And, what is most pleasant to 
contemplate, it would make the packer’s business his own—and 
not the jobber’s. At present many of the packers are little better 
than mere workmen.

A Suggested National Pure-Food Law. 


The Association of Manufacturers nd Distributors of Food Products 
have drafted the form of a law which they hope to bring to the attention of 
Congress at its next session, and they hope that in this they have covered 
the ground in such a way as to win the support of all interested parties, 
and by so doing have the law passed. If this be done, they think that the 
great evils now attendant upon the Pure-Food question, because of the 
varying State laws will be done away with, and all interests consequently 
benefited. This Association is composed of men well known in connection 
with canned goods, many of them large preservers and makers of cozdi- 
ments and such lines of foods, and so are more nearly connected with this 
business than any Association, except the Canned Goods Packers Associ- 
ations themselves. We reprint the law in full: 

A BILL 
To regulate commerce in articles of food among the States and Territories, 
the District of Columbia, insular possessions and foreign countries, 
providing for the methods of its enforcement and the punishment of its 
violators, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 

States of America in Congress assembled :— 
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SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to ship, transport, or deliver for shipment or transportation, from any 
State or Territory, the District of Columbia, or insular possession, to any 
other State or Territory, the District of Columbia, insular possession, or to 
a foreign country, for pay or otherwise, any article known to be commonly 
used as food by man if such article of food be adulterated or misbranded. 
Provided that no such article of food shall be construed, considered, taken 
or declared to be adulterated or misbranded if the article in question be 
wholesome, not injurious to health and so truthfully labeled, branded or 
tagged in durable form in the English language upon each individual con- 
tainer thereof in which such shipment is made or offered to be made that 
its weight, quantity, nature and such foreign ingredients as it may contain, 
together with the name of the person, firm or corporation by or for whom it 
was manufactured for sale, may be easily discernible and read. 

SEc. 2. That every person, firm or corporation who shall ship or trans- 
port, or deliver for shipment or transportation, from any State or Territory, 
the District of Columbia, or insular possession, to any other State or Terri- 
tory, the District of Columbia, or insular possession, for pay or otherwise, 
any article of food shall securely attach, in a conspicuous place, to every 
such article of food, in the form in which it is thus shipped or transported,

any State or Territory, the District of Columbia, or insular possession, to 
any other State or Territory, the District of Columbia, insular ° pos- 
session, or to a foreign country, or received in any State or Territory, the 
District of Columbia, or insular possession, from any other State or Terri- 
tory, the District of Columbia, insular possession, or from a foreign coun- 
try, and delivered in original unbroken packages, shall furnish a sample of 
such article in sufficient quantity for an examination or analysis of the 
same under the provisions of this act. Provided, that the words ‘‘persons, 
firm or corporation,’’ as used in this section shall include any person, firm 
or corporation (other than common carriers, their servants, agents or em- 
ployes) who, whether as owner, consignor or consignee, agent or broker, is 
in the possession of or in any wise entitled to the custody or control of any 
article of food demanded for examination or analysis under the provisions 
of this act. 


SEc. 9. That the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may publish from 
time to time, in like manner as other publications of this department, bulle- 
tins of the work done in enforcing this act, and such other information re- 
garding the same as he may deem proper, to be distributed as public docu- 
ments in like manner as other publications of this department. Provided, 
that the name of any brand or the name of any manufacturer, person, firm 
or corporation, shall not be published in connection with examinations or 
analyses, or results of examinations or analyses of articles of food found to 
comply with the provisions of this act And provided further, that the 
examinations or analyses, or results of examinations or analyses, of articles 
of food found to be adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this 
act, shall not be published, nor the names of any person, firm or corporation, 
in connecton therewith, until the person, firm or corporation so violating 
the provisions of this act has been regularly convicted in a proceeding in- 
stituted therefor in the proper court, and the matter finally adjudicated.

“ABERDEEN, MD., Oct. 7, 1905. 

Tomatoes.— The ‘‘ weakness in tomatoes’’ referred to a week ago, has 
not been successful in drawing ‘‘ blood from the turnip,’’ and large sales at 
reduced prices which ordinarily follow after the market weakens have not 
been recorded. Quite to the contrary, large sales at full prices are 
reported, all because the attractive present prices do not put full standard 
tomatoes in empty cans. The season is over and stocks in packers’ hands 
are so light that, no matter how attractive the price, they cannot accep 
orders without they have the right kind of stuff to ship. Whatever stocks 
may be owned or controlled by the Syndicate, from all appearances, are 
strongly held by strong hands, and there is little to indicate the possibility 
of their inability to realize their position and the situation as it exists. The 
undertone is exceedingly strong, and with light offerings, it looks as though 
higher quotations will be likely in the next few days, and, to make sure of 
present quotations, the ‘‘ day message ’’ will be the safest method for secur- 
ing momentary wants. 


Corn.—Packers are loath to do business at nominal prices, which are 
below cost, and are more inclined to uphold prices already named. Some 
instances are reported where sales have been made to packers who figure 
closely the cost rather than see a ‘‘ good thing ’’ go for a song.
